Tho Timoa lust uvuiiiiif^, in the cuuiao 
of an article vvrilttiii iii itfi usual hifitlutiii 
stylo, intimatoB thut tho oilitor of Tlie 
Culiiiiist, who will coiitoal tlio election in 
Johnson street ward to-day, id in aomo 
way responsible for the loHd of a packa^'o 
of [lartiea claiming to vote at tho truateo's 
election. Thia insinuation is beat ru[ielled 
by the publication of the following ex- 
tract (torn The Colonist of the 30th ultinm. 
In that paragraph will bo found the lirHt 
public announcement of the loss of the 
papers; and we are iufornied that a num- 
ber of persons hastened to the education 
oQice and examined the list to uscur- 
tain if their namea were tliuro. In 
instances where their nauioa did 
not appear thoy wore promptly 
put on by tlu' superiutcnilent. If Mr. 
Dalby had notiouil Ihe paragraph he wuiild 
doubtless liave taken eare to see that he 
was properly registered. His failing to du 
so is not the fault of the editor of 'I'he 
Colonist, who did all iu his power to make 
the los.s publie. As an act of simple justice 
to Mr. Higgius it is hoped that the electors 
of Johnson Street Ward who may liavn read 
the hlusteriiiL; article in the Times will also 
rund this item, which if) taken from Thi 
Colonist of MaySUtb: 

Ari'I.ICATlONS LOST. 
Some days iv^it a packaj^e ul applicalions 
from persons claiuiing to be n.t,'istereil as 
voters for school trustees was entrusted by 
tho sheritr to n messenger to be deli\ered at 
the odueatiou ufllce. These applications 
were lost eu route and have not .since been 
recovered. It would be well if persons w ho 
have reason to believe that their nanuss 
were included iu tho lust package to call at 
the ednoatiou olfice before G o'clock to-day 
and have their names placed ou tho roll. 

A QUESTION OF LIME. 

Tho Mainland (iuardian lias for some 
time been devutiiig itself to the extremely 
patriotic work of oreatiug jealousy and ilis- 
seusiou between the two sootions ut' the 
province. In pnrsuanee of that utijecl it 
accuses the pnivini'ial sei-n.'lary of luuiiif,' 
"bound the contractors for our new eaol to 
use nothing but .'^aauich lime," and it pio- 
ceeds to say ; 

"Why should \vc use Saaiiich lime':' We 
have mountains of the very choicest liiiie- 
Htoue at Pitt Ijid;e, iiiid not only, were this 
utilized, We should have our own niainlaud 
lime, but wo should add another industry 
to those we already have in this district. " 

As a matter of fact the cuiitruct was pri>- 
pared iu tho departuient to which snuh work 
appertains, without the intervention of the 
provincial secretary; "Vancouver I."hiiid 
lime" (not Saauich lime) is nioutionc • oe- 
cause it was the only domestic lime of 
established ijuulity known to the depart- 
ment, and it was the policy of the govern- 
ment to reiiuire domestic material to bo 
used in preference to foreign, if it could be 
supplied. "We believe the island liriu was 
the only domestic one iu a position to sup- 
ply the lime, and, inasmuch as it was neces- 
sary to specify Che lime to bo used, that 
lime wa«i named. Hrul any one been pre- 
pared to furnish, from the "muuntuins of 
the very choicest lime-stone at Pitt Lake ' 
a good article of lime, there could be no 
doubt whatever that "Pitt lime" would 
have been inserted in the contract ; but, so 
far as we are aware, no such industry yet 
exists on tin? mainland west of the Cascade 
range. The circuiuslance of opixisition 
journals huving recourse to such paltry and 
unreal grounds of attack constitutes the 
highest recommendation for the govern- 
ment. 

POLITICS AND THE SCHOOLS. 

The opposition press continue their ob- 
jectionable and disgraceful effort to drag 
the publie school system through the miru 
of political strife. The Times has a long 
letter aimed in that direction, and the 
poor old Standard, wliich liaa just turned 
its printers into tho street and has sent to 
Hongkong for Chinese rats to put in tho 
places of Its late employtJs, follows tho 
same trail. Advaut.ige i.-j taken of tlie 
fact that the editor of" Tlir (',,!,,, liM is a 
candidate for .Johnson si reel ward toijuos- 
tioii his fitness because ho is a supporter 
of thegovernment. But these same gentle- 
men have never a word to say against the 
candidature of Mr. J.i'ell, who is an oppunent 
of tho government. Now, if Mr. bliggins 
is an unfit man for trustee becausi^ he 
favors tho goverrwnent, is not Mr. Fell 
an cnually unfit man becausu he is nn oji- 
ponont of the gnvorninont ? Pidil icshave 
no more to do with the (juestioa of free 
schools than thu-Ohiiieae have to do with 
the prosperity of this country. The 
electors are called on to elect six trustees, 
irrespective of ;heir political proclivities; 
anJ this is the tlrjt iust.uice wo have 
known where electors are asked to reject 
a candidate for seiiool trustee because ho 
happens to be an active politician. Unlea.s 
we ate much mistaken ill our estimate of 
the electors they are loo intelligent to bo 
deceived by such .sijccious arguments as 
our coutoinporary advances.

(,Uii:iiK(;, Juno IB.— A party of apnrls 
men just returned from Lako Jaciiucn 
Cartier, sixty miles, from Quebec, state 
on Tuesday night last they narrowly es- 
caped being fro/.oii to death, a raging 
snow and hail storm, accompanied by 
violent winds, having prevailed during 
the night. 

Mrs. Dubors, living in Si. Sauvier, an 
adjoining innnicipalily to (^)iiebec, claims 
to bo a cousin to liii; Hear, and sai's his 
proper name is ICdouard Liinb.-.rl, and 
that he is a son of iioiiis Lauibeit, fanner, 
anu Marie .Vrcuchelte, Si. Nicholas, 
county of Levis, and is therefore a cousin 
of the Poot Laureate and L. U. Frechette. 
She states that when Edouard was twenty 
yenrs old ho left StT Nicholas for tho 
United .States wilh two friciid.t. N^ithing 
was heard of liim by his family for twenty 
years, when a letter was received statiii!> 
ihat he had been taken prisoner by the 
(Jreo Indians, and they guarded him so 
olosuly that ho was uiiabh; to escape. 
After this by acis of lir.iM-ry ho won 
admiral ion of the Iiuiiaiis, ami u as con- 
sequently obliged to accept the daugliter 
of the chief for his ;ii|uaw I pon tliii 
death of tho chief he was chosen to suc- 
ceed him by the tribe. To substantiate 
the above, Mrs. Dubois states one of 
Kdouard's brothers siibseipieiif ly visited 
the Northwest, and recogui/.-'cl Uig Hear 
Bs his brother. The ideiuilicition was 
uninislakuablo, from certain life marks 
which, despite tho Indian paint, wore 
discernable.

Althoufth a nawsiiapi r 
man, ho was not in favor of the litile 
liuibbles between teachera and .achr,l.ii'a 
gaining publicity. He llioUi;lii it teniled 
to diininiah the scholars' respect for teach- 
ers, and he would suggest that svhere 
such matters wore discussed tho nieotmga 
be held with closed doors. He was aorry 
to notice the absence of free night schools 
in this city, and if elected one of his lirst 
motions would be for the establishment of 
night sehouls, so that children who are 
conipcUed to work through the day could 
obtain their educatimi at nii;ht, and thus 
bo in a far bettor position to start with 
their more fortunate follows who have re- 
ceived a course of schooling. 

At this stage Mr. Paris Carter asked 
if Mr. Higgins waa in favor of admitting 
Chinese children to our aclnmls. 

Mr. Higgiiia replied certainly not, and 
he would oppose any suo^ innovation.

ANTI-CHINESE MEETING. 

employers of Chinese Strongly 
Coudeuincd, 

And Uie Eleclovs .Asked to 0|>- 
l»ose Tiieiii. 

They Should be Placed In no 
Public Position. 

The Lleut.-Governor Requested 
to Discharge Chinese 
Servants. 

Ottuu-a Authorities AKuin asktui 
for ICelief. 

The Kesoiutions Unanimously 
Adopted. 

The anti Chinese union called a mass 
meeting to be held last night under tho 
Blanohurd avenue electric light, the pro- 
cession to form at Frank Campbell's, at 
eight o'clock, a large number of workmen, 
headed by tho Blue Ribbon band and 
membera of the oommittee, marched 
through tho streets and up to lUanohard 
avenue in front of Maplehurst. Here an 
expresa wagon waa backed up near the 
fence and- used aa a roatriiin for tho 
speiikera. This was surrounded by a 
crowd of about fifteen hundred, pri:ici- 
pally workingmen, while in the throng 
could be seen prominent politicians and 
prominent citizens. The lieat of .'ider 
urevailed thr^mghoiit the meeting, ami a 
fair hearing accorded the dilt.'r 
eut speakers Torches were In^lued 
to illuminate the aoone, and at 
half past S the nijoting was opened by 
Mr. Duval, the secretary of the association, 
stating that there were several iin|) u-t ml 
matters to be settled to-iil>;hi, niie of 
which was a resolulion iii releienee to 
one of the candidates for scIm .1 iruateo 
The meeting was to have been called prn r 
to the iioiniiiationa of to-day, but could 
not. One of the caudulates nMuunated 
fur tru.stee was Mr. D.ilby, proprietor nl 
tlio Belmont ah.io factory, who waa an 
e.xieiisive employer of Cliineae lal)or, to 
the e.\clusion of whites. Ho would call 
on Mr. U irton to move the residutiiio. 

Mr. Horton said he had always been a 
conaistoiit oppoaer of Chiiioao labor, and 
took pleasure in moving the fidlowing 
reaolutioii : 

" In view of tho largo intbix of Cihiiieae 
into our country, and aa it is the opinion 
of all well thinking men and women that 
the fostering of tho element here means 
ultimate death to our institutions, be it 

" lie.tiilvftl. That we, the voters of this 
ineetiiii;, -will withhold our support from 
iiiiy cainliilate that countonaiicoa tho em- 
ployment of Chinese labor." 

'I'be speaker said, while believing tho 
school ([iiestion was not a Cliineae nues- 
tion and would not be atl'ectod by tho 
Chinese question, Still a beginning inuat 
bo made, and as individuals having tho 
franchiae and tho power, they could de- 
niiind any measure from those whom they 
elected. It waa the idea of the working- 
men that th'iae elected should not be om ; 
ployea of Chinese, whether to school 
board or logialative hall. It might be 1 
asked why they singled out this quoationf I 
It was because it would show that those ] 
elected would have to be in acc.irdance | 
with the views of workingineii. Wurk j 
inginen were willing to give a fair day's [ 
work for a fair day's wage, but work i 
mull Could not live on Cliiiioso wa^ea. It [ 
might be said we had free sch xds, but | 
how could a man subsist on a dollar a day 
and pro Mda for wife and family. It might 
bo said also that whitea did not fullil 
contracts the samo aa Chinese. They 
ooii'd not at the same rate of wages, but 
tho white could comiiete in a fair way at 
any time, and when whites wore employed 
they were budding up tho country. The 
Chinese W(.iild not build up the country 
nor ita inatiliitioiis and make a country 
pi-i ,H[ierous. Therefore it was right that 
thoy should be united in aakmg rustric 
lions that would prevent their coming. 
The Chinese were as a leech sucking the 
life-hlojd from the country. They should 
make a stand atjamal any employer of 
Climese getting any public position. 
(Ile.ir, he,ir.) li waa only liy thiaaJita- 
lion that tin-y conld m ikc tho p'lwers that 
1)0 heed their c ill and pass the measures 
they so much desired. He felt that liiis 
was a vital question, and as an omployor 
of labor he had held ' "jf from Crtinese 
and paid white girla luimireds uf d.iHaia 
more on that acccouia. (t'iieer.- ) He 
had been a laboring mao in thia ciiy and 
had been .au reduced as to have to saw 
wi>od to get a living. He had heard if 
the Chinese going on a strike iit the Bel- 
m.int f t.-tory,nnd thinking this was a good 
ch.mce went to that fact.Ty and had asked 
that be lie taken on !(, ni.ike a Iiviok ami 
had bi-en told "No, they would ooi, as 
they expected tiie Chinese would be back 
in a day or two." 

A voice— That was Dalby. 

Ho would urge upon thom on every oc- 
casion when they e.'cerciaed tho franchise 
to give it to men who were f.pposed in 
every way to the Chinese, who believed 
in keeping out thi! beiiiga who were ii 
ourso to thecimntry . (Applause.) lledid 
not believe iu teaching the English langu- 
age to tho Chinese in order to make them 
the more competent to comiiete with tin' 
whites If this was the only w;iy nl 
Chriatiaiiizing the Chinese, they wmild 
have to leave them to their own lievicea. 
( Hear, hear. ) 

The speaker sat down nmaid loud ap- 
plause. 

Mr. B. H. West, in seconding tho reao- 

liitiiui urged upon the audience the ad'jp- 
tii.ii of the resolution in voting to-mor- 
row. Ho had no vote, but had paid a 
tare tlio other day to help to educate the 
youth of the city; thereforo ho tleiugiit he 
had a right to any something about ita 
disposal. (Hear, hear.) Mr. Dalby 
ranked among a claaa that stated that 
(Jhiueae were necosaary here to build up 
the country, He refuted the state- 
inuiit and referred to the fact that 
on the eastern shores of this great conti- 
nent, they were able to build up great cities 
and exteusivo railways without tho Mon- 
golian. Why could not thoy iu British 
Columbia do tho same? This same luau 
had thrown into the face of whites that Ir 
I'ouM not employ them as ho preferred to 
employ Chinese. Such a man should be 
shown by the voters to-inorrow that tb. y 
did not bulievo in such ])rinciples. Hi' be- 
lifvudthat they bad no sympathy with siudi 
men, and he would urge them totd^''' assent 
bv their votes lo-liun row to the esscnee of 
tliis resolution. He believed, also, tin- lime 
wan e(niiing when the Mongolian mutit go 
and men who employed them to-day would 
curse themselves for doing so. (Cheers). 
He hoped they would show to-morrow that 



thoy thoroughly loathed the luan who would 
advocate iiud imcourage the Cbincso class. 
They should teach him that such as he w-ere 
nnworlhy to receive the coufuleuce of intel- 
ligent electors. (Hear, hear and cheers). 

The aecretaiy then put the resolution, 
which carried without a dissenting voice. 

Mr. Duval then said it waa his pleasure 
to move a second resolution. It waa their 
duty to assail any omployi^r of Chinese 
who came before iliom for election to any 
oflico, The resolution hu had to move 
waa ono atriking liiKber. They did not 
believe in hitting tho little dogs and let- 
tini; tho big ones alone. He had gone on 
business onee to Lion lenaiit-Gnvornor 
Cornwall's, and when they opened tho 
gate they iiercj nioL by a Chinaman, who 
could not speak English. [Cries of 
'"Shame," "Put him out," otc J Was it 
not an in.iult, that when they visited the 
( li.vernmeiit house that this should be so! 
Tho spiealcjr then road the resolution, as

Mr. Shoplaiid in .leconding ihe rea(du- 
tiiui said tint he wna ol:i,l t.i put his voice 
against tho einploynienl or Chiiieao by 
the executive instead of white girls, Tiie 
Chinese were in every poailKui to-day, 
and when the (Janadiaii racilic railway 
was ihroiiah tloiy would .spreail all over 
1 hii country. They were in opposition to 
Mr. Uumber. (Laughter) 'I'hey should 
run the Chinese out by conipettng against 
them in every wny possible. 

The reaoluihin wai put and carried by 
an unanimous "aye. 

iMr. I'owell in s.jconiling the next reso- 
lulion said he woiiiil call allentioii to a 
Statement appearing in a letter iu 7'/ic 
U0tuni.1l that all the Chinese talk waa in 
Victoria. If thia was so it was time tint 
it sh:j;,ild extend el.aewhere, aa it all'jcteil ' 
oqu.dly the whole I'lovincii. Seine farniors j 
ill the interior h id stated that thoCiiineao 
were a beneiit to the country. He did 1 
not believe thia, and thought the Chinese 
were a detriment in every particular. 
They had to aliip Chinese lepers from San 
Kraiiciaco to China, and it would anon bo 
the c.i^e for Victoria. The speaker again 
referred to 'I'lir I'olinii.-ti were an account 
was given of an lutervu^w of a reporter in 
iMuiitroal with acertuin WontwMrth Wood, 
who stated thai after three years' in ibo 
province ho was in favor of Chinese though 
ho knew fhein to be slaves. This man 
NS'ood stated that most of tho Chinese 
v.-ionen were |irostlt utes, and yet ho waa 
111 favor of iheni.

A BEI^IClOirs PROCESSION. 

An Imposinfsr Denionstmtfoii in 
llie Streets of ' ivioiitrcul. 

NEvYonK.June 8.-.-A special to 
the World from Montreal says: The 
feast of Corpus Cliristi was celebrated 
to-day aud the usual magiii6cent fete 
and procession took place, being pani- 
oipated in hy thousands of members of 
Roman Catholic organization. Triumph- 
al arcbes were thrown over several 
streetti, and on nearly every house on 
the line of inaroh there was ii wtrikini; 
dinplay of Liunliii^'. 'i'lie procession oc- 
cupied an hour and three-quarters in 
passing a given point. Veiled women 
chanted alony the route wiih striking 
elFect, and prayers were recited aloud 
by thousand.s of school children, led hv 
the jiriests and U-h^Tn. The clergy, iii 
inagnilicent vestnionta, iiiaile an impos- 
ing spectacle. The clinmx was a 
splendid canopy boriio on men's shoul- 
ders and under wliicli was the Bishop 
of Mbnireal with attendant priests afl 
gorgeously attired. As the canopy pas- 
sed, the prelate holding aloft the sacred 
Lost.a multitude of s])octatora knelt in 
adoration on tlio sidewalks, The 
Cathedral of Notre Dauie was magnili 
cently decorated inside and out, and 
outside of St. Patrick's Church a gor- 
geous altar had been erected, before 
which the procession stoppiul and a 
short ceremony was'perfonne<i by Bish- 
op Fabro. 

While the Irish JSenevolent Societv, 
forming a part of the procession, was 
passing Mechanics' Hall on St. James 
street, the Salvation Army started 
from the hall, their headquarters, on 
their usual Sunday afternoon parade, 
headed by a big has.s ilruni and a tarn- 
bouriniat. Tliey attempted to cross the 
Irishmen's line of march, which incens- 
ed the processionists and, fired with re- 
ligious frenzy, they attacked the little 
band of Salvation soldiers, kicked the 
big drum into usele.ssneas and severely 
injured sereral of the army. Cries of 
"Shoot tliem!" ''Kill them!" were rais- 
ed, and the ])olice were linstly suniuion- 
ed, arriving just in time to prevent 
bloodshed. The Salvationists hustled 
back into their hail, considerably de- 
moralized, and the processionists re- 
sumed their places in lino. ilany 
rouglis, however, remainetl outside of 
the hall, threatening to attack the 
uruiy when they came out, and they 
bad. to be escorted home by the police. 
The police were afraid to make any 
arrests, but recognized the ringleaders 
in the assault, who probably, however, 
will escape any punishment. 

This disturbance took place within 
200 yards of the placn where ihe 
young ■Orangeman, Haekett, was mur- 
dered while defending a woman from 
the fury of an e.xcited Catholic mob a 
few years since. jMany threats have 
been made against the Salvation Armv 
hern since they comrniMiced operationH, 
and they carry their lives in their 
band.s.
